With 
this dispatch wo are not requesting traces on any of these Individuals. 

We are only requesting avail^le information on the DC0-**its structure, 
organization, purpose and the names of its principal leaders because the 
BCO would appear to be a distinct step forward, albeit unofficial, in the 
organization of relations between China and West Germany and as such the 
BCG may become a principal means through which the Chinese effect their 
activities in West Germany. Since SC!IENKE is Chairman of the PCG and a 
Hamburg resident where he publishes his Neue POLITIK, we assume the BCO 
to be seated in Hanhurg and possibly registered there as a legal organi* 
zatlon. 
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
